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NLRB Orders Local Retail Store Workers To Hold Election To Chose Union 


The National Labor Relations 
Board yesterday ordered an elec­ 
tion at the local retail establish­ 
m ent of the Pittsburgh 
Plate 
Glass Company, 317 Henderson 
Avenue, to decide which of two 
unions, or none at all, shall rep­ 
resent certain employes there. 
The NLRB ruled there are 12 
to 15 workers eligible to vote, all 
hourly paid employes, including 


glazier helpers, glaziers, ware­ 
housemen, and a truck driver. 
It excluded all office clerical 
workers, store clerk, salesmen, 
warehouse supervisors 
and all 
other supervisors. 
The election order was a result 
of the petition for an election 
filed by Local 453, Teamsters, 
Chauffeurs, Warehousemen and 
Helpers. 


At a hearing here before Sidney 
Smith, examiner for the NLRB, 
Glaziers Local Union 751, an af­ 
filiate 
of 
the 
Brotherhood 
of 
Painters, Decorators, Paperhang­ 
ers and Glaziers of America, was 
allowed to intervene on the basis 
of a claim to represent employes 
in the unit which the employer 
claimed to be appropriate. 
The Teamsters objected to this 


ruling on the ground that the 
Glaziers Union was not in com­ 
pliance with the filing require­ 
ments of the National Labor Re­ 
lations Act at the time the pro­ 
ceeding began. 
Smith 
ruled, 
however, 
that 
the Glaziers were in compliance 
at the time of the hearing, and 
allowed the union to enter the 
case as an intervener. The NLRB 


upheld the examiner on this point.

A measure of public satisfaction is gained 


(rom Senator McClellan s announcement that the 


Senate rackets committee plans to continue dig­ 


ging into corrupt practices in labor unions for 


at least two more years. 
Evidence 
of corruption, mismanagement, 


jnderhandcdness and improper practices un­ 


covered by the inquiry thus far apparently are 


just a starter. Senator McClellan says existence 


of hoodlum-labor tieups is far more widespread 


than was anticipated when the Senate’s anti­ 


racketeering teeth be* an to show. 


The people’s concern in these investigations 


goes beyond bringing acts of skullduggery to 


light. The public wants to see violators brought 


into court, tried and punished. The Senate com­ 
mittee has found that 
laws regulating most 
types of business and industry do not apply in 
full force to operations of labor unions and, 
therefore, revised legislation is planned to re­ 
quire all to hew to the same line of fair dealing. 
While it may take two years more to ferret 
)ut the wrongdoers in several of the unions, it 
night not to take that long to .sharpen the law * 
teeth so that the racketeers can be penalized in 
more painful ways than merely being shown up. 
McClellan says prospects are good for enact­ 
ment of legislation to help eliminate brazen 
union practices, but he sees little hope for early 
enactment. 
Both major political parties curry 
the “ labor vote " But labor lacks about 70 per 
cent of wielding control over the nation s total 
voting strength- and the voters union goons do 
not control want racketeering in the unions
